A shower spa device is disclosed.

The shower spa is a shower spraying water horizontally at increased pressure 
dirottgh a panel (I) extending from head to thigh fitted with multiple nozzles

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SHOWER SPA 



This invention relates to improvements in the use of shower for personal 
hygiene. 



" Traditional showers discharge water overhead forcing the user to twist and 
5 mm to wet and clean parts of the hody and only one area at a time. 

Excessive volume of water used to wash the face, body and limbs. Most of 
the water from the overhead shower rose bypasses the body and runs to floor 
waste. 



The force of the water pressure created by the traditional shower head is not 
1 0 used to ftill advantage.. There have been many proposals to change the shape 
or size of the shower rose with much the same result. 

These problems and inefficiencies are overcome by this new invention, 
v/htch provides a shower spa comprising a shower panel arranged vertically 
fitted with many nozzles with a centrally located valve to control sections of 

1 5 the shower panel to direct a strong spray of water to the various parts of the 
body while a variable speed water pump increases the pressure to the desired 

., force and hot and cold water taps control the temperadire from the 
conventional water supply and water heating system.

In one form of the invention the shower spa cleanses and invigorates any part 
20 or all the body at the same time, while soaping or perfiiming the body by 
injecting liquid soap or fragrances into the panel and thus into the spray 
directed at the body. 



In another form of the invention shower panels may be positioned on 
opposite sides spraying the body front and back simultaneously. This option 
may include a side shower panel at ninety degrees to the front panel. 

The shower panel may be made of rust proof material. The shower panel 
5 may be pressed to form the spray nozzles, shaped to facilitate efficient flow 
through the nozzles. The number and distribution of the nozzles are to be 
chosen for maximum cleaning eftect . 

To assist with the understanding of the invention, reference will now be made 
to the accompanying drawing, which illustrate one example of the invention. 

1 0 In die drawing: 

FIG. I shows one example of the shower spa according to this invention 
comprising a panel (I) shaped to form multiple nozzles (2) spraying strong 
horizontal water, while a variable speed water pump (3) increases the 
pressure to the desired force and the hot (4) and cold (5) water taps control 
t 5 the temperature. 

The centrally located valve (6) controls which section of the shower panel to 
direct a strong spray of water to the various parts of the body. 

Liquid soap or fragrance (7) injected into the shower panel combines with 
the water is forms a soapy spray which is directed at the body.

The claims defining the invention are as follows: 



I. A shower spa comprising a shower panel arranged vertically fitted with 

spray to the bodv from head to 
thigh, with a centrally located valve to control the section(s) of the shower 
5 spa panel engaged to spray water to various parts of the body and the force 
of the spray adjusted by controlling a variable speed water pump and the 
conventional hot and cold water taps coupled with the optional capability of 

injecting a liquid soap or fragrance, will provide an efficient and invigorating 
ablution. 



10 2. The shower spa of claim 1 mil reduce the rime required for a complete 
body shower, because the shower panel directs a strong spray of water to all 
parts of the body at the same time. 

3. The shower spa of claim 1 will save water because the fine nozzles 
spraying at high pressure but lesser volume of water for the user and the 
1 5 community. 



4. The shower spa of claim 1 will make shower use practical for children by 
engaging the appropriate lower level section of the show er panel to direct the 
horizontal water spray directly at the body of a child. 



5. The shower spa of claim 1 will make the use for the elderly an infirm 
20simpleand efficient.
